Education Should Prepare 


For Both Life and 


Living 


. "If I had my way I'd put English 
in every semester of every coarse, 
for young men and women can not 
pet enough of it. 
I do not mean 


only the English of the Letters and 
Science courses, but I 
mean the 


English of all courses and colleges," 
declared Prof, Stephen. Oilman in 
his lecture, "After College, What?" 
at the Women's Vocational confer- 
ence held Wednesday afternoon in 
Lathrop concert room.' 


Professor Gilman emphasized the 


importance of securing a vocabulary 
that will impress the executive and 
the outside business world with the 
idea that such a person would be an 
asset to them. Such a vocabulary 
should be carefully acquired in all 
the studies 
taken, particularly jn 


economics, psychology, the sciences, 
mathematics, 
foreign 
languages, 


and English. He also emphasized 
the point of taking the 
various 


courses with the • idea of making 
use of them in after-college work. 


Should Balance Study 


"There is the education for life 


and the education for living. One 
involves a long range intellectual 
process involving imagination, and 
the other a short range operation 
involving a practical knowledge of 
the world. The latter form alone 
gives one a type of business college 
outlook, the former, an education 
that fails 
to bring one down to 


earth. A well-balanced education is 
one that takes both viewpoints into 
consideration, and produces as the 
final result a product that may be 
compared to a completed structure 
with its steel girders filled in with 
the concrete. 


"The attitude of many young col- 


lege men and women is similar to 
the child who places his coin in the 
slot and says, 'Where is my top?' 
The college man or woman spends 
his money and then.asks, 'Where is 
my job?' 
This 
idea of- thinking 


that the getting of a job is the only 
thing to look forward to is a crude 
idea. Likewise, taking a course be- 
cause it is said to be a 'snap' 
course or refusing to take another 
because it has a reputation of being 
hard, is the attitude of mind that 
belongs to the common person who 
is dropped by th« wayside. 


Must Be Competent 


"The abnormal demand for peo- 


ple to fill responsible positions is 
partly responsible for this attitude 
on the 
part of 
young men and 


women; but within .the next few 
years only the person w"ho ia abso- 
lutely qualified to hold the position 
he desires, will 
secure it. -Don't 


think that the business world is go 
ing to come around and ask a slip- 
shod person to take a position as 
in the past; in the future orJy the 
most thoroughly equipped .will be 
asked."

Muldoon's endeavor. After his most 
successful Uianl, made in New York 
about 4C years ago, and netting him 
and his three pab about $800,000, 
be went abroad.

Public Sentiment Massing Which Will be Hard for the Steel 


Trust and Other Munition Makers to Withstand; 


Dennhardt Introduces Resolution..

«nnHE art of taxation" said Artemus Ward,

picking a goose, get the largest amount of feathers 


with the least amount of squaking." Gov. Bhune showed in 
his message that Wisconsin's share in the burden of carrying 
out our extravagant and insane military and naval program is 
about $37,500,000 each year, enough each year to build five 
state capitols like ours. 


Yet most of this money is raised by indirect taxation. We 


pay it by increased prices for food, clothing., rent and transpor- 
tation. If we were obliged to go to the tax collector and count 
out the cash for our share of the cost of armaments, the 
cam- 


paign for disarmament would be more vigorous. 


Gov. 
.Elaine's suggestion to the legislature that congress 


«hall be memorialized in favor of a reduction of armaments was 
cheered in the assembly chamber and has been commended 
warmly throughout the state. 


The New York World is conducting a campaign for dis- 


armament which is one of the most creditable things in the his- 
tory of American journalism. It is massing a body of public 
sentiment whioh will be hard for the steel trust and other 
mak- 


ers of war munitions to withstand. The present congress does 
not show many signs of weakening, but with the passing of 
Wilson, Baker, and Daniels, the passionate armament competi- 
tion is sure to be checked and some practical steps are likely 
to be taken along the line outlined by Senator Borah in his reso- 
lution. 


If by our enormous expenditures for preparedness we ob- 


tained security, or even a sense of security, there would be more 
sense in our profligate expenditures. 


But armaments dp not bring security to any .people. They 


provoke fear, suspicion, and the ill will which leads to war. The 
size of competitive armaments is the measure of the world's in- 
security. 


It would be the simplest thing for all the nations by ex- 


change of official pledges to agree to reduce existing armaments 
or at least not to increase them. Had some agreement for dis- 
armament been made at Versailles in 1918 there might have 
been some excuse for calling the meeting a peace conference. 


The masses here and in Europe are beginning to realize that 


sacrifices in war are vain, because no matter what the out- 
come on the field the final decisions will be rendered by the vest- 
ed interests, and the political agents of vested interests in con- 
ventions and legislative halls. 


Why should our people, already so grievously in debt, be 


called upon to pay more taxes so that eighty additional war- 
ships may be built in the next three years to guarantee Mr. 
Morgan, or others like him, the right to collect interest on money 
invested abroad, or to maJke profitable business for the makers 
of war munitions? 


Senator Dennhardt has introduced a resolution in the sen- 


ate containing the governor's recommendation. The resolution 
should pass.

HAT 250,000 tons of steel a month were being exported in 


1916 by the German Steel Trust at a time when the general 


staff was calling for steel and more steel and that some of this 
rea.ched French, British and Italian munitions factories are the 
charges made by Alphons Horten, well-known German engineer 
and technical member of the Berlin municipal council. He 
(raced the breakdown of the German transportation in the win- 
ter of 1916-17 to private leakage. "Don't believe that our manu- 
facturers here have a monopoly of public spirit or of patriot- 
ism," 
he said. 


"If some of us as private citizens had attempted to do in 


Germany what our coal and steel trusts did during the war, and 
now, we would have been courmartialed. When as director of 
the ore smelters at Briey, in the occupied area, I called atten- 
tioi, (o the exaggerated prices in government contracts and to 
exports of steel we needed at home, I was nearly forced out and 
sent to the trenches," he declared. 


Now he has joined the ranks of labor and his book, "Social 


Jzation and Reconstruction," is the best practical program which 
has appeared for labor control over fundamental industries in 
Germany. He has gone through the mining regions warning 
the workers against the dangers of Herr Stinnes' project for 
mild profit-sharing with the workers as a substitute for direct 
.social control. 


The conclusion Horten has reached is that the people take 


less of a chance in themselves exercising control over their re- 
sources than in relying on benevolent capitalists to do it for 
them, but he would have them move warily. 


Horten would socialize the coal industry on business lines. 


There is, he says, no point in socializing coal unless the benefits 
by using it to lower prices of iron and steel could be enjoyed. 
He would take over only those mines actually producing coal 
and would bar state-owned mines, as has been proposed, as he 
declares they are encrusted with costly and incompetent of- 
ficials. 


The need for keeping up production is fully realized by 
Hor- 


ten. 
To avoid any abrupt turn-over therefore he favors partial 


socialization at first. He would take over a good-sized roine- 
smelter group and retain efficient directors and engineers. Ef-
